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The Long and Hard Fought Legal Battle Culminated in a Favor- 
able Decision for the Church of God as Represented by Its 
Legal Constituted Officials, F. J. Lee, General Overseer, 

J. S. Llewellyn, Editor and Publisher, T. S. Payne, 

Supt. of Education, Composing the Executive 
Council, Trustees, Board of, Twelve and 
Seventy Elders, the Ministry and Mem- 
bership of Said Church. 





Read carefully the following 
memorandum for decree deliv- 
ered by Chancellor T. L. Stew- 
art at Cleveland, Tenn., Wednes- 
day, April 1%1925. This is pub- 
lished hurriedly for the informa- 
tion of thousands who are wait- 
ing to know the outcome of this 
litigation. 

This is a great victory in fa- 
vor of the true spirit of theo- 
cracy and against one‘man au- 
tocratic rule. Henceforth the 
Triune God must have supreme 
control: 

“Upon bill, amendments 
thereto, cross-bill, answers, de 
murrers, proof, exhibits and the 
whole record. 

“The bill was filed to enjoin 
defendants, Tomlinson, et. al., 
from doing certain things to be 
in violation of complainants’ 
rights to define the status and 
rights of certificate holders and 
provide for the payment there- 
of; to recover from defendants, 
Tomlinson, et. Al.; all sums of 
money that come to his hands 
for which he has not accounted, 
and by amendment for decree 
declaring complainants, owners 
of property involved free from 
claims of defendants; that com-' 
plainants are the true and only | 
original Church and by second | 
amendment, that the complain-; 
ants or church are voluntary = 
association, etc. / 

“Defendants, Tomlinson and 
three others, answer and say 
complainants are not and do not 
represent the true church nor 
the assembly as originally in- 
tended; that they have departed 
from the true and original faith 
and practices and beliefs of the 
church, etc.; deny that A. J. 
Tomlinson has misappropriated 
any funds belonging to the 
church, or that he is indebted to 
complainants or the church in 
any amount. sod 

“They deny misrepresenta-. 
tions, fraud or deceit; deny that | 
they are in any way liable to. 
certificate holders, but -.llege. 
that the same are obligations, 
against church property or prop-' 
erty of assembly; admit that} 
they have established a separate 
and distinct church 9r org} 1.Za- 
tion, which they aver is the :rue 
church. 

“The certificate holders an- 
swer and ask for decree, and 
that same be declared a lien on 
the property of complainants or 
against defendant, A. J. Tomlin- 


son. 
“A cross-bill, filed by numer- 





sent certain of the congrega- 
tions or churches—(not named 
or set out), and denying that 
complainants are the true 
church; neither are they author- 
ized to represent the same, but 
that the complainants have de- 


church and have organized a 
new faith and church and as- 
sembly; and pray for decree de- 
elaring that cross-complainants 
are the true church and for pos- 
session of the property; for 
monies received and rents 
against the cross-defendants ; 
for damages, etc., and for can- 
cellation of mortgage alleging 
that complainants had been re- 
moved and had withdrawn from 
the church. ‘ 
“Cross defendants deny with- 
drawal from church or any 
changes in the tenents or teach- 
ings of the church; or the doc- 
trines thereof; deny cross-com- 
plainants’ right to possession of 





property and deny all the alle- 


gations of cross-bill, and deny 
their right to maintain said 
cross-bill. 

“There is a great volurne of 
testimony., The storm center of 
the controversy is the constitu- 
tion, which was adopted by the 
assembly in 1921. 

“The schism or factional dif- 
ferences I think, was precipitat- 
ed by the action of the assem- 
bly, in 1922, which relieved the 
overseer of the church of parts 
of his duties and selected an 
editor and publisher and a sup- 
erintendent of education; accel-~ 
erated perhaps by investigation 
of the accounts of A. J. Tomlin- 
son, the former head of the 
church, and who had been re- 
ceiving and disbursing the funds 
of the church and assembly. 

“In the outset, it is well for 
it to be understood that we are 
not attempting to adjudicate the 
rights of any person to the re- 
ligious belief or practice. Neith- 
er is this court to determine the 
truth or falsity of the doctrines 
promulgated by either of the 
parties. _ 7 

“There is less difficulty when 
there is an avowed purpose to 
divert property to another de- 
nomination or to the suport 
a system of doctrines radically 
opposed to the characteristic 
and distinctive doctrines of the 
original church or society, than 
where there is a mere difference 
as to doctrines or policy. It is 
often a delicate, as well as a dif- 
ficult question to determine 
whether the general principle 
laid down in Watson—Vs— 
Jones 13, Wall (U. S.) 679: (20 
L. Ed. 666), governing civil 
courts in the determination of 
questions in relation to civil or 
property rights arising out of 
schisms or divisions within in- 
dependent or congregational 


: bodies or churches when no ex- 


press trust is involved. 

“The case of Mack vs. Kime. 
129, Ga., 1, 24, L. R. A. (U. 8.) 
688, defines the dividing line be- 
tween cases where the'%ction of 
the majority is binding on civil 
courts, and cases where civil 
courts will interefere to prevent 
the diversion of property from 
implied trusts. 

“Tf, says the court in that 
case, the question should arise 
as to what is the doctrine of.the 
church, and the difference 
should be such as it is manifest 
there could be doubt as to what 
was the true doctrines, and the 


church tribunal, constituted ac- 


cording to customs and usages 
of the church, should decide 
these differences, civil courts 
will not intérfere with the judg- 
ment of this tribunal determin- 
ing doctrinal differences be- 
tween members of the congre- 
gation’.” 

“The courts of this country 
have never evinced a disposition 
to determine for religious bod- 
ies, ecclesiastical or doctrinal 
questions, and authority is 
abundant that civil courts have 
no power to determine such 
questions, and they will only in- 
vade that domain, and will only 
inquire into such questions. 
when it is necessary to deter- 
mine property rights, and then 
only so far as necessary to de- 
termine those rights. Tennes- 
see has given its adjudicature 
to this rule and doctrine. 

“Was there a radical and 
fundamental departure from 
the characteristic doctrines of 
the church? I think that such

change or departure must be 
fundamental; substantially. 
rather than radical. 

“The bill is filed by the 





Church of God, a corporation— 

(by amendment, a voluntary as- 
sociation) by the trustees of 
the general assembly; the board 
of elders of the Church of God 
—(provided for by the general, 
assembly)—; the overseer of| 
the church—(provided for by | 
the general assembly)—general | 
secrtary and the general assem- | 
bly of the Churches of God. 

“The trustees, the elders and 
the overseer are creatures, uS 
well as representatives of the 
general assembly, and therefore 
represent the church as a 
whole, or the organized body 
which is representative of the 
church as a whole and the as- 
sembly, which is representative 
of the association of all the 
churches or the collective body 
of all the churches subscribing 
to that faith and participating 
in the form of government 
created and promulgated by said 
assembly. 

The asembly, according to 
the proof, interprets the Scrip- 
ture for all the churches of this 
creed. All the churches could, 
and practically, if not all the 
churches of this denomination 
attended and participated in the 
deliberations of the assembly. 

“This cause, I think, is easily 
distinguished from the cause of 
Seott vs. Tomlinson, et. al., and 
the cause of Bain vs. Fairbanks, 
et. al. Each of which were de- 
termined by court of civil ap- 
peals. In these causes the con 
troversy was congregational! 
and concerning property of 2 
particular congregation of the 
Church of God; while in this 
case at bar the’ controversy 
broadens and involves the rela- 
tion of the general assembly to 
all the churches collectively. 

“It is contended that the gov- 
ernment of the church is theo- 
cratic, that each congregation! 
rules, controls and governs its 
own affairs; that the power of 
the assembly is advisory only»; 
that its authority is judicial and 
not legislative. 

The court is of opinion that it 
must gather from the ~ proof 
whether this is true, and must 
put its own construction and in- 
terpretation upon the acts of the 
assembly to determine whether 
it acts in a judicial or advisory 
capacity only. 

“From the proof, and espe- 
cially from the minutes of the 
assembly on file, the court is of 
opinion that the acts of the as- 
sembly teem with legisiative 
proceedings and acts, and are 
pregnant with matters pertair- 
ing to church government. Tith- 
ing was discussed in the early 
assemblies, its teaching advised 
and at subsequent assempties 
its observance became one of 
the rules of the church, as pro- 
mulgated by the assembly; al- 
though the proof is that it was 
never enforced. 

“Church government was oft- 
en,discussed; matters pertain- 
ing to the officers of the assem- 
bly; in fact, a general plan of 
government and church offic- 
ials, as well as rules and prac- 
tice for observation of com- 
mandments, was from time to 
time adopted by the assembly, 
when at the 1921 assembly the 
constitution was adopted as a 
culmination of former actions, 
edicts, recommendations, ete. 
It was then stated, and I am of 
opinion that at least by a great- 
er majority there was no inten- 
tion of a change or deviation 
materially in the faith or creed 
of the church. 

“This Constitution pertains in 
the largest measure to the gov- 
ernment and not to the creed of 
the Church. 

“It is not for the court to say 
whether a communicant would 
be subject to a change of faith 
and belief by a rule that tithes 
were obligatory rather than rec- 
ommended, with the admonition 





that it was the Bible plan, but 
rather, I think it is the perti- 
nent question, did the assembly 
have authority to adopt the 
same? oc) 

“The Constitution purports to 
‘Set forth the teachings, prin- 
ciples and practices as hereto- 


X 


fore interpreted by the General 
Assembly as further herein pro- 
vided and for the general wel- 
fare of the membership, ete.’ 

“Its objects and purposes are 
stated to ‘the propagation of the 
doctrines, principles and prac- 
tices of the Church of God, as 
set forth in the New Testament, 
as interpreted by the legally au- 
thorized officials of this organ- 
ization.’ To promulgate rules 
and regulation to govern the lo- 
cal churches, etc., to search out 
the Bible plan of government 
and discipline and _ interpret 
same, to provide a general gov- 
ernment in which is vested full 
power and authority to dictate 
and promulgate rules, etc., to 
govern the local churches com- 
posing said Assembly. 

“These provisions are made to 
apply to the General Assembly 
and the constituted authority, 
the Assembly, adopted it in the 
usual way and manner without 
objection.—Was not the Gener- 
al Assembly, which is composed 
of local churches under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit just 
as much so_as if they had been 
in their local church? At any 
rate all the churches accepted it 
for more than a year, and even 
now as shown by the proof a 
very large number of the local 
churches still accept and oper- 
ate under it. 

“Looking to the past history 
and proceedings of the Assem- 
bly and considering its organi- 
zation and relation to the local 
churches I am of opinion that 
it was within its rights when it 
adopted the Constitution, which 
is more largely governmental. 

“In so far as the doctrine of 
faith of the Church are con- 
cerned I do not think there is a 
radical or fundamental change 
made or such departure as 
would be required, especially so 
since I am of opinion that the 
Assembly had _ authority to 
adopt the Constitution. 

“In Bouldin and Alexander, 
15 Wall (U. S.) 131 (16 L. Ed. 
69). It is said that withdrawal 
from a church, and uniting with 
another church, or denomina- 
tion as a relinquishment of all 
rights in the church abandon- 
ed, etc. 

“It is here shown and admit- 
ted that defendants, A. J. Tom- 
linson, et. al., have organized a 
new church or congregation, 
which I thiffk is in effect a with- 
drawal from the _ original 
church, or that represented by 
complainants and I think from 
the proof of and all inference 
therefrom that cross eomplain- 
ants are in the same plight. 

“The question was made in 
Hall vs. Hall 177 Ky. 430, that 
the petition in a suit by a fac- 
tion of a church for a recovery 
of the property, etc., was in- 
sufficient because it did not 
aver that complainants and those 
whom they represented were 
members of the church at the 
time of the division and if they 
became members after that 
time they were estopped upon 
the ground that it was a depar-' 
ture from the faith and doctrine | 
adhered to at the time of its or-! 
ganization. Especially if the de-'! 
fendants had been in possession 
of the Church property and in 
control of its affairs since the 
division so that without their ac- 
tion the petitioners could not 
have become members. 

“Tn addition to the Tennessee 
cases and cases cited in briefs 
of counsel and argument the 
court has considered and applied 
the rule in Manning vs. Yeager, 
Ala. (1919) 82 So. 485 Wine- 
brenner vs. Calder 43 Pa. 244, 
as well as cases cited a ove. 

“Tf it is the belief and fui da- 
mental doctrine to tithe I can 
see no violence to the faith or 
creed to incorporate into the 
Constitution this doctrine since 
the Constitution is a promulga- 
tion of doctrines of the Church. 
There is no penalty for failure 
to comply and no compulsion in 
fact as the proof shaws. 

“It is referred to as | man- 
made. It is contrived by man 
—by members of the church 
and assembly as ail other tnat- 
ters pertaining to the govern- 
ment, policy and doctrines of 
the Church are promulgated by 
such men, and it is clear from 
the preamble that .ts purpuses 
were to propagate and dissem- 
inate the doctrines according to 
the interpretations made by the 
Assembly and while the 4ssem- 
bly is called the General Assem- 
bly of the churches of God it is 
evident to my mind that it was 
to be merely a continuation of 
assemblies as theretofore held 
and participated in by the 
churches. 
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“The complainants have been 
and remained in possession of 
the church property, defendants 
and cross-complainants organ- 
ized another asseuibly. 

“Much is said of expulsions 
and removals and counter ex- 
pulsion and removals. This 


court cannot review the action 
of the Church or organizatiens 
of the Church upon these mat- 
ters. It is the universal rule of 
law that the action of a church 
in removing or expelling mem- 
bers is final so far as the courts 
are concerned, whether the 
same be legal and in persuasive 
to the Ecclesiastical way or pol- 
icy of the church. 


“The minutes of the assem- 
blies point to the fact that it was 
necessary and expedient to or- 
ganize for better work and dis- 
semination of the Church's doc- 
trines. The purposes are evi- 
dent. It is in proof that some 
times ministers in one church 
taught a certain doctrine and 
another was taught by a minis- 
ter in another church, creating 
confusion. It is common since’ 
that if there is to be an assem- 
bly of all the churches that it 
taust have some method of pre- 
serving a uniform creed or doc- 
trine in order that the funda- 
rsental faith of the Church 
would be adhered to and taught 
to its communicants. This is 
the office of the Assembly had 
been fulfilling and was intend- 
ed to fulfill. Whether the Over- 
seer was to be chosen for a 
term for life is a matter for that 
body to determine- -as well as 
such officers as were necessary 
for the proper conduct of its 
business. 

“The minutes and the Consti- 
tution provide for the orderly 
and proper method of change 
in the Constitution or any of 
the acts of the Assembly. All 
are the creatures of the Assem- 
bly and it may change, modify 
or amend them. 

“The official assembly as pro- 
vided for to give it the largest 
interpretation could only amend 
and since it sets with and at 
same time as the Assembly I 
think its prerogative is nor 
could be superior or paramount 
to the General Assembly. There 
is no question but that the Gen- 
eral Assembly could by its ac- 
tion amend the whole matter. 

“Under all the proof the court 
is of opinion that complainants 
are entitled to relief. 

“The Charter is void for obv- 
ious reasons, but I do not think 
it necessary that this be alleged 


“or proven to entitle complain- 


ants to recover. 

“The Injunction will remain in 
force and defendants will use 
some suffix or prefix to desig- 
nate their church or organiza- 
tion and Assembly from that’ 
represented by compiainants. 

“The court is of opinion that 
as to relief against defendant, 
Tomlinson, he should have 
credit for all sums used for the 
Church or any organizations in 
connections therewith, bus I am 
of opinion that the accounts do 
not fully show this and for this 
reason the master wiil report 
upon this question, stating an 
acccunt between the parties 
from all the proof and addition- 
al proof offered, 

“The Certificate holders will 
have decree for the amounts due 
each respectively against As- 
sembly and officers thereof in 
their capacity as such and to as- 
certain this the master will re- 
port as to the respective claims. 
Complainants will be empower- 
ed to sell or mortgage the prop- 
erty held by them for the pay- 
ment of said certificates. 

“Let the cross bill be dismiss- 
ed with cost, incident to the 
cross bill. 

“Other defendants will pay 
cost of the cause not otherwise 
adjudged.”
